The Pittsburgh Family of the La Cosa Nostra (LCN) 
continues to be led by Michael J. Genovese, age 71. 


Two long-time members are Joe Sica, age 82, who is 
physically frail, and Anthony Repepi, age 88, who is retired. 
Sica's influence in Pittsburgh has been signifi impaired 
due to the cooperation and public testimony of

also known as[__lase 63, has 
turned his attention from traditional organize crimes such as 


gambling, extortion, and drugs, spends the 
majority of his time overseeing peration of 
numerous parking lots around Three Rivers Stadium in the North . 
Side section of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 


lage 63, has exercised control over 
gambling in several eastern suburban towns. was a frequent 
visitor to Mike Genovese over the last few years. He is known to 
operate several "legitimate" businesses. 


ee age 63, is an active LCN member 
resides and operates in Pittsburgh's South Hills area. al 
is reported to be actively involved in gambling and relate 

crimes. Also, he is involved with other known members in various 


business activities the details of which are not yet known. 


age 54, has been actively 
involved with the Pittsburgh Family for many years. Recently he 
has adopted a conservative and cautious posture in criminal 
matters due to. recent FBI racketeering prosecutions.

Joseph Naples, age 58, is a Youngstown, Ohio, resident 
and a member of the Pittsburgh LCN Family. He is actively 
involved in a wide range of criminal and business ventures. 
Naples is the uncontested leading criminal in the Youngstown 
area. Reliable information indicates that Naples' power and 
influence in the Pittsburgh LCN has benefitted greatly from the 
demise of Charles Porter and several associates at the hands of 
the Pittsburgh FBI. 


II. DETAILS 


A racketeering enterprise prosecution recently ended 
with the conviction and sentencing of several of Pittsburgh's LCN 
members and associates. Chief among these was fie eee eee | 

age 57, cons} o be the acting Underboss to Michael b7C 
Genovese, the Boss. a been the driving force of much of 
the traditional LCN crime in Western Pennsylvania for the last 
decade. He was convicted of racketeering, conspir ig 
dealing, and drug conspiracy among other charges. ie now 
serving a 28-year prison sentence. 


Also convicted of racketeering, drug dealin and 
conspiracy was LCN member age oe has a bé 
criminal history dating to the 1950s. was one of Western b7c 
Pennsylvania's primary LCN-connected drug dealers. He was very 
close to both and Genovese and was an important LCN 
leader. received a 27-year prison sentence for his 
efforts.

in drug business. Primarily, however, they were 
responsible with others for three armored car robberies totaling 
losses of approximately three million dollars. Also, they

The Pittsburgh LCN continues to receive tribute from 
various gambling operations and to participate in the actual 
running of other operations. 


III. SCOPE OF INVESTIGATION 


The purpose of this investigation is to determine the 
sources of finances and the now required restructuring of the 
Pittsburgh LCN. 


The Pittsburgh, Youngstown, Philadelphia, and Scranton 
FBI Offices have been jointly investigating the established ties 
ee ee Scranton, Pennsylvania, Joseph bé 
Naples of Youngstown, Ohio, ae ONR STS b7c 
of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. The details o ese relationships 
are unknown at present but there appears to be common interests 


in real estate development, landfill operations, and hotel 
management.

Organized Crime in the Youngstown, Ohio area throughout 


the years has not only been big business but has been a violent 
business. In the sixties "war" erupted, and before the smoke 
cleared, several reputed Organized Crime figures had met their 
demise, including SANDY NAPLES and BILLY NAPLES, older brothers 
of JOSEPH "JOEY" NAPLES. 

Again in the late seventies and early eighties, another 
battle for power erupted and ten more Organized Crime figures 
were killed. Emerging to head this business was JOEY NAPLES. 
NAPLES had risen through the ranks. He had several arrests and 
convictions. The murders stopped and he was now running this 
business during the calm of the mid.to late eighties. It was 
only the calm before the storm as far as NAPLES was concerned 
because on August 19, 1991, NAPLES was gunned down and thus 
became a victim of this violent business, just as his brothers, 
SANDY and BILLY, and numerous others before him. 

JOEY NAPLES and his wife, JOAN, lived on a quiet street 
on the North Side of Youngstown. They had no children. NAPLES 
conducted his business from Youngstown United Music, a jocal 
vending business, and was allegedly well thought of by MICHAEL 
GENOVESE reputed head of the Pittsburgh LCN Family. NAPLES made 
a decision to move from the city to the country and build a 
retirement home. 

NAPLES contracted with an associate to build his new 
home on a 25 acre piece of property that had a ten acre lake and 


was located in Beaver Township, Ohio. The associate himself had 


been arrested on several occasions. The home was being built off 
the road and near the lake. Several times a week after dinner, 
NAPLES would go to the building site and inspect the progress on 
his residence, and because of his fetish for cleanliness, sweep 
up the mess left by the workers. NAPLES would normally go to the 
site either alone; with his alleged bodyguard PAUL "PINTO" 
HOLOVATICK; or with another associate. 

On the night of August 19, 1991, NAPLES went to the 
home site alone. He was driving a car belonging to FRANK DILEO, 
onetime manager of singer MICHAEL JACKSON, and an associate of 
NAPLES. NAPLES parked at the end of the driveway, near the road, 
and proceeded to the guardhouse to change shoes before walking 
through the dirt to the home under construction. After spending 
time at the home, he went back to the guardhouse to change back 
into his other shoes. While at the guardhouse, he had a 
telephone conversation with his wife JOAN and let her know that 
he was on his way home. 

NAPLES walked to the driver's door of the Ford Mustang 
convertible that he was driving with the car keys in his hand. 
Just as NAPLES approached the car, two guns shots rang out, one 
of the shots struck NAPLES in the left shoulder. NAPLES apparent 
reaction was to run toward a house on his property where one of 
the carpenters was staying, but in doing so, he ran toward the 
gunman, who was hidden in the cornfield across the street about 
15-20 yards away. As NAPLES proceeded past the rear of the car, 


four additional shots rang out; one of the shots severed the

spine and was fatal. The carpenter hearing the shots and 
observing NAPLES on the ground, telephoned the Beaver Township 
Police Department to report the crime. NAPLES was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

A crime scene investigation conducted at the scene by 
the Beaver Township Police Department and the FBI, revealed that 
the gunman indeed hid in the cornfield and fired all shots from 
that location using a carbine shoulder weapon. 

Several theories and motives were developed. 
Investigation ruled out some of the theories while others are 
still being looked at closely by the Beaver Township Police 


Department and the FBI. The investigation continues today. 
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
